Without the teachings of Christ {t would 
have been impossible for America to be- 
friend England, or England to befriend us.

WHAT OF MEXICO. 

And now what? Are we, having estab- 
lished a Presidency in Mexico, to allow it to 
be made a permanent servant of our en- 
emy? Are we to sit quiet, consenting that 

influence shall proceed from domt- 
nation to definite possession? If the situa- 
tion shall be left alone it will soon come to 
Just that. In other words are we to aban- 
don, the Monroe Doctrine, consent to the 
practice of a barren fraud on the part of 
the sham Mexican government, and observe 
without protest and rebuke the establish- 
ment of a German dependency on our south 
ern border? The thing is unthinkable. It 
fies in the face of every American interest 
and every American sensibility. 

Tf it shall be demonstrated, as we believe 
it soon will be, that Mexico is being used 
as a base for its submarine fleet by the 
German Admiralty then our immediate duty 
is plain. We must march upon Mexico 
either by land or sea or both, and, assum- 
ing possession of its ports and administra- 
tive centers, correct the great wrong that 
bas been done. And in any event we must 
see to it that the German influence which 
now controls Mexico is kicked out of the 
land.

Our American Fighters Harbor No

AMERICAN FRONT IN FRANCE, 
May 19.—Doubtless many in the 
States are wondering how our men 
are “taking their medicine”—to re 


sort to a colloquialism—how cre 
they standing up under the (mental 


rigors of modern war- 
Physically, they are the equal of | 


any soldiers in thé world—brave, 
hardy, enduring. 

Now it is a mistake to refer to 
any soldier in this war as “cheer- 
ful.” This isn’t a cheerful job. In 
short, it is the ugliest sort of task. 
Under these conditions to describe 
&® soldier as blithesome and gay 
would be to characterize him as a 
“cheerful idiot.” r 

Neither are they downcast or mel- 
ancholy. Their attitude is one of 
determination, a settled conviction 
that this Is a fight to a finish, and 
that they, having come in late, are 
the ones to land the finishing punch. 

Naturally, they regret that this 
cataclysm should have tallen in 
their day, but since it did they are 
determined that there shall be no 
repetition of it to inflict misery on 
future generations. They do not 
court pity, neither do they crave 
sympathy. Equally, they would re- 
bel at being called cheerful. They 
pose neither as heroes or martyrs, 
but prefer rather to as men 
performing a plain duty. ‘Neither do 
they hold any fllusions. Well they 
know that theirs ts a grim, gruesome 
a with Death stalking the side 

nes. 

Frankly, they are not fond of 
trench warfare. Like the Canadians, 
they want to force it into the open, 
and are best pleased when some un- 
expected skirmish brings it to a 
man-to-man basis. They also enjoy 
sniping because it gives them a 
chance to show their mastery with a 
rife, which, next to a revolver, is 
the Apierican’s favorite weapon. 

But with all the mental oppres- 
sion which conditions of modern 
warfare bring they have not lost 
their resiliency, and the exuberance 
of youth fs liable to manifest itself 
in the most unexpected outbursts. 

The men were going in one eve- 
ning. moving up to relieve another 
in the trenches. The 
Huns were “feeling out” the ground 
back of the line. A number of 
shells fell in that vicinity. One of 
unusual caliber attracted particular 
attention.
